Columbus, Jan. 15.—Amendment of 


the Smith one per cent law to permit 
cities and other local taxing districts to 
levy for interest and sinking fund 
charges outside of the 10-mill limita- 
tion, was the program adopted by the 
Republican majority in the general as- 
sembly today, and which is expected to 
be approved by the Republican state 
central and advisory committees which 
are meeting here to consider taxation 
problems. 
Decision to change the Smith law 


in order to enforce relief for financial 
distressed municipalities was reached 
at the caucus of Republicans of the 
house last night and senate Republi- 
cans this morning followed suit. 
According to the program the joint 
taxation 
committee is to report out 


next week the Gardner bill which au- 
thorizes removal of interest and sink- 
ing fund charges from the interior lim- 
itations of the Smith law, thus allowing 
cities to use the entire 10 mill levy for 
, operating purposes. 
Under the law as 


it stands a large amount of the 10 mills 
must be levied to pay off debts and jn 
terefct on debts. 
The .program further contemplates 


the submission to the voters at the 
election next November of an amend- 
ment to the constitution fixing a one 
per cent limit on real estate except up- 
on vote of the people and exempting 
certain forms of personal property from 
taxation, thus paving the way for an 
income tax law at some future date. 
This, in effect, would be a removal 


of Jlie uniform rule in taxation which 
is held by many to make an income tax 
law and the vehicle tax law objection- 
able. If the personal property tax on 
automobile and other forms of per- 
sonal property were abolished, the ob- 
jection to an.income tax law wauld be 
largely removed.. 
Advocates of classification, unable to 
sfecafe an -out aha out classification 
aftendinent;-favor this plan, it is said, 
andfurat members who opposed classi- 
fication will be satisfied, it 1s said if 
there is written into the constitution 
a limitation on tax on real estate. 
There was much speculation among 


members of the assembly as to what at- 
titude Governor Cox will take toward 
the new taxation problem of the assem- 
bly. 
He 'has' it in his power to veto 
any measure which the assembly may 
pass. 
Heretofore he has opposed all 
attempts to interefere with the Smith 
-law.Mayor Harry L. Davis of Cleveland, 
who is one of the advocates of the 
Smith law, sat in the meeting of the 
Republican

committee by 
special invitation Thursday. 
None of the five women who have re- 
cently been appointed on the Republi- 
can advisory committee attended the 
riieeting today although they had notice 
of the meeting.

NEW YORK HERALD 


Xew York, Jan. 15.—Frank A. Mun- 
ey. magazine and newspaper publisher 
vho last night purchased the New 
'ork Herald and the New York Even- 
ng Telegram and the Paris edition of 
he Herald, said today that he would 
ave no announcement -to make con 
erning his plans for these newspapers 
ntil he had an opportunity to study 
is new properties. 
He declined to 
isclose the price paid. V.'hi'.e the deal 
vas not completed until last night, he 
aid negotiations had been in progress 
or several weeks. 
The Herald, commenting editorially 
n the sale, recalls the friendship be- 
ween Mr. Munsey and the late James 
ordon Bennett, and adds: 
"The sale of the newspaper to Mr. 
lunsey is in accord \vith the spirit of 
ilr. Bennett's will, his chief desire as 
therein expressed being that the Her- 
ald be continued and developed, to be 
an "enduring monument to its great 
founder." 


The Herald was founded by James 


Gordpn Bennett Sr.. and made its.first 
appearance on May *>. 1835. It pa«sed 
into the hands of James Gordon Ben- 
nett. Jr.. upon 
the elder 
Bennett's 


death in 1872. The younger Bennett 
was in active control of the paper until 
his death in Paris hi 1918. although 
during? teh later years of his life he 
made his home abroad and direeteJ the 
enterprise by cable. 


The Herald was perhaps the first 


newsp»~>er to send reporters great dis- 
tancfts'To cover nevs stories and during 
the civil war had 63 correspondents in 
the field with the Union armies. 
Its 
greatest exp'oit was under the direction 
of the younger Bennett, when it sent 
Henry M. Stanley to Africa to find the 
explorer, David Livingstone. Ranking 
with this v.-as the outfitting of the 
Jeannette arctic expedition. 
The Stan- 


ley enterprise was successful, but the 
Jeannette was crushed in the ice and 
her commander perished.
